The Association of Procurement Technical Assistance Centers is the national 

organization for the majority of procurement centers across the nation.  

Heartland PTAC is an outreach program at MSSU that provides assistance to businesses 

with their federal, state and local government contracting efforts. Last year, Heartland PTAC 

assisted more than 256 clients in obtaining 201 contracts totaling $16,875,142.  

 Services provided by Heartland PTAC include a bid-searching system which is done 

electronically; help in bid preparation by assisting businesses in understanding forms, 

regulations, clauses, representations and certifications; assists with the various government 

registrations; provides price histories; conducts training such as conferences and workshops; and 

provides military specifications and standards. 

 Since its inception in 1995, Heartland PTAC has assisted with $167,724,515 in contracts 

for its clients. 
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
